Subscription Service 


Subscriptions to our catalogues run on an annual basis from January each 
year. On average we issue some 20 Coin catalogues, and a further four 
specialising in Orders, Decorations and Medals, for which a separate 
subscription rate is offered. Most catalogues contain some plates of 
illustrations. In the course of each year several of the catalogues are of 
more important collections, and usually two or more contain coins of the 
Ancient World. 


We aim to post the catalogues to arrive some three weeks prior to the 
date of the sale.
